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Nashville Man 
Sues fo Gef 
Recordings 


TEXARKANA, Ark. C A P ) - 


Ray Tollett of Nashville has 
filed a petition with the clerk 
of U.S. District Court seeking 
to recover from FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover what are iden- 
tified as tape recordings involv- 
ing Little Rock policemen. 


Tollett, 
formerly 
of 
Little 


Rock, testified in Circuit Court 
at Little Rock last July 16 that 
he had made wiretapping de- 
vices for Little Rock police. 


He said at the time that the 


devices were used to gather 
evidence for narcotics arrests 
made by officers earlier in the 
year. Policemen did not testify. 


Police Chief Gale F. Weeks 


of Little Rock said in an inter- 
view at that time the Little 
Rock Police Department did not 
use wiretapping devices. 


Tollett's 
petition 
says 
the 


tapes were presented to the 
FBI office in Little Rock last 
Feb. 14 to support a voluntary, 
sworn statement by Tollett that 
Little Rock police were using 
illegal wiretaps and stolen tape 
recorders to record conversa- 
tions from the wiretaps. 


During cross-examination last 


July, Tollett said he had been 
convicted of a felony and that 
he had been in a mental institu- 
tion in Missouri for observation. 


The federal court petition 


lists six different tape record- 
ings and asks that Hoover be 
directed to return the tapes to 
Tollett for his use as evidence 
in a civil suit he plans to file. 


Tollett said in an interview 


Thursday that he plans to file 
a civil suit to recover property 
and assess damages over the 
alleged theft of about $1,000 in 
electronic equipment from his 
car. 


The petition said that Tollett 


spent 12 days assisting the FBI 
in transcribing the tapes and 
that the FBI sent the tapes to 
the FBI Laboratory in Washing- 
ton for evaluation. 


According to the petition, the 


FBI laboratory report said that 
examination of the tapes showed 
that they had not been edited, 
spliced or altered in any man- 
ner. The petition requests a 
copy of that report. 


The petition says the tape re- 


cordings included: 


—A tape recording between 


Tollett and a Little Rock police 
sergeant who stated in the re- 
cording that a telephone tap 
led to the arrest of 32 people, 
including nine charged with 
narcotic violations, and that an- 
other telephone tap led to the 
arrest of a young man with 250 
LSD tablets. 


—A copy of a telephone con- 


versation made by the sergeant 
to the residence where the ar- 
rests took place. 


—A tape recording of a con- 


versation between Tollett, the 
sergeant and a Little Rock de- 
tective in which the sergeant 
asks Tollett to tap a pay tele- 
phone. 


—A tape recording of a con- 


versation between Tollett and 
the sergeant in which an agent 
of the Bureau of Narcotics is 
said by the sergeant to have a 
tape recorder belonging to Tol- 
lett. 


—A tape recording of a con- 


versation between Tollett and 
another man who claims to 
know the whereabouts of equip- 
ment stolen from Tollett but 
warns Tollett not to involve him 
in the matter. 


—A tape recording between 


Tollett and a Pulaski County 
sheriff's officer in which the of- 
ficer purportedly offers to re- 
cover equipment stolen if Tol- 
lett will pay $100 to the officer.

ers showed little regard this 
year for the seniority system so 
well-loved in Congress. 


The system protects the pro- 


motion privileges of members 
with long records of service. 
The longer they stay in Con- 
gress, the better their chances 
to win higher and more impor- 
tant assignments and become 
more strongly entrenched in of- 
fice. 


Voters decided that for 15 sen- 


ior House members with com- 
bined service of more than 250 
years, the time had come to 
look for other jobs. 


The 15 were defeated in pri- 


maries or in last Tuesday's gen- 
eral election. 


The political casualties includ- 


ed two committee 
chairmen, 


one former chairman and four 
who were in line to become 
chairmen if political winds blew 
the right way. 


Ten were victims of primary 


elections. Five lost out in the 
general elections. 


These chairmen and a former 


chairman were among the cas- 
ualties: 


George H. Fallon, 68, D-Md., 


who headed the Public Works 
Committee and whose service 
as a member started in 1945. 


Samuel N. Friedel, 72, D-Md., 


who first was elected in Novem- 
ber 1952. He chairs the House 
Administration Committee and 
is No. 2 Democrat on the Com- 
merce Committee. 


Adam Clayton Powell, 62, D- 


N.Y., 
whose service started in 


1945. 
He headed the Education 


and 
Labor 
Committee 
until 


stripped of the post by Demo- 
crats four years ago in a disci- 
olinary move.

County-University of Southern 
California research team that 
discovered the new disease— 
necrotizing angiitis. 


Citron wrote a research re- 


port on it that appeared this 
week in the New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine. 


"Our concern in the past with 


drug abuse has been education- 
al—to prevent drug use—and 
then acute care—treating the 
hard-core addict or the over- 
dose," he said. "But now, we 
are going to be flooded with a 
group of patients, mostly young 
people, who are going to require 
long-term therapy. 


"And it's all going to require 


more money." 


In the medical journal report, 


the doctors told of 14 young 
drug users with the disease, 
four of whom died. 


In later research not reported 


in the medical journal, they 
found the disease among 30 
young people in a group of 50 
drug users. They said they ex- 
pect from 10 to 30 per cent of 
this group to die. 


The study found that use of 


heroin alone or barbiturates 
alone did not produce the dis- 
ease. It appeared 
only with 


heavy use of methamphetamine 
alone or in combination with 
other drugs such as LSD and 
heroin. 


The disease resembles anoth- 


er arterial ailment, periarteritis 
nodosa, known for over a hun- 
dred years, which occurs main- 
ly in late and middle age and is 
usually fatal.

Drainage Fuss 
May Be Settled 
in Court 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An- 


drew Hulsey, director of the 
state Game and Fish Commis- 
sion, said Thursday night that 
the 
commission's 
differences 


with the Salt Bayou Drainage 
District may be resolved in 
court. 


The district is asking that the 


commission pay taxes on main- 
tenance of a drainage ditch that 
runs through Bayou Meto. Pre- 
viously, the commission 
has 


paid the taxes of $2,000 a year, 
but the agency has refused to 
pay since the district levied the 
assessment of about $11,000 a 
year for 30 years on the land 
about two years ago. 


Hulsey told about 100 persons 


at a meeting of the Pulaski 
County Chapter of the Arkansas 
Wildlife Federation that Bayou 
Meto had been damaged by the 
manner in which the drainage 
ditch had been maintained. 


The commission 
owns por- 


tions of Bayou Meto. 


Hulsey also denied reports 


that 
the 
commission's 
land 


holdings in Bayou Meto would 
be sold. "We're in the land-buy- 
ing business," he said. 


The drainage 
ditch, which 


was widened recently, brought 
about several changes which 
the commission disapproved of, 
Hulsey said. 


He said that where the ditch 


empties into the Little Bayou 
Meto a logjam has been cre- 
ated making entrance into the 
Little Bayou Meto impossible 
for hunters. He also said that

biturates in violation of the Uni- 
form Drug Abuse Act. 


The state Medical Board sus- 


pended Grimrnett's license on 
the basis of allegations that he 
aided and abetted an unlicensed 
person to practice medicine,

to maintain adequate 


records of drugs, failed to store 
drugs as required by law and 
made immoral advances 
to- 


ward three patients.

Post, Rockwell 
Trying for 
o Comeback 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 


Saturday Evening Post is being 
resurrected with a nostalgic old 
Norman Rockwell illustration 
on its first cover—though the 
76-year-old artist says his rosy- 
cheeked little girls and spotted 
mongrel dogs no longer typify 
America. 


Curtis 
Publishing 
Co. an- 


nounced Thursday the magazine 
would be back on the news- 
stands as a quarterly 
next 


spring. 


Beurt Servaas, Curtis presi- 


dent, said the new Post, like its 
predecessor, would be aimed at 
Middle America, which used to 
dote on Rockwell's covers. 


The artist himself told an in- 


terviewer Thursday his folksy, 
nostalgic drawings are out of 
date. Recently he has been illus- 
trating racial themes and the 
war on poverty. 


"I was able in the past to re- 


flect the country's mood in my 
work," Rockwell said. "But now 
questions are so bitter and noth- 
ing is clear cut. 


"Today paintings about the 


racial question, about drugs and 
Vietnam are in demand. There 
are no easy answers to these 
questions. 


"I would like to illustrate the 


generation gap, but I haven't 
worked out how to do it yet." 


What happened to the Ameri- 


ca Rockwell used to portray? 


"I'm no philosopher but I 


guess we swept everything—ra- 
cial problems, drug use and the 
generation gap—under the rug 
for years," he said. 


About 500,000 copies of the 


new Post will be printed. When 
publication stopped 22 months 
ago due to lack of advertising, it 
had three million subscribers, 
less than half its circulation 
high. 


The Post traces its origin to 


1728 and Benjamin Franklin. 
Cyrus H. K. Curtis bought it for 
$1,000 in 1897 and built it into 
one of the nation's most suc- 
cessful magazines.

BAKERSFIELD, Calif. (AP) 


— Four young men have been 
assigned to teaching kindergar- 
ten here with a view to provid- 
ing the 5-year-olds with a male 
image in their first learning ex- 
perience. 


School district officials say 


they believe it is the first mas- 
culine invasion on other than a 
trial basis of a field traditional- 
ly monopolized by women. 


So far the reaction from ad- 


ministrators, children, parents 
and the four teachers has been 
favorable. 


The program's two objectives 


are to provide a male image for 
children, an image lacking in 
many homes, and, in one of the 
classes, to give boys a chance to 
catch up to the faster maturing 
girls. 


All four men went into the 


classroom with enthusiasm, but 
with some trepidation. 


"At first I didn't quite know 


how to handle crying kids or 
those who wet their pants," said 
Larry 
Kapchinsky, 23. "But 


both the children and I are ad- 
justing. The kids don't know 
kindergarten teachers are sup- 
posed to be women." 


Herman Neuman, a teacher 


for nine years with four children 
of his .own, has a class of 26—all 
boys. 


Five-year-old boys, he said, 


"tend to be either shy or rowdy 
rather than compete" with girls 
of their own age. To enable 
them to hold their own with 
girls at similar maturity levels, 
the separate class was organ- 
ized.

More Black 
Faces in 
U.S. House

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


There'll be more black faces in 
the House of Representatives as 
a result of Tuesday's elections 
up three to a total of 12. But 
the 
dramatic 
victories 
for 


blacks this year carne mainly at 
the state and local levels. 


For the first time since the 


turn of the century, blacks won 
seats in the lower houses of the 
South Carolina and Alabama 
legislatures, victories that sur- 
prised even some of the black 
political strategists in those 
states. 


There were four black candi- 


dates for the South Carolina 
Legislature. All were Demo- 
crats and all won. James Cry- 
burn, one of the 
candidates 


from Charleston, said in a pre- 
election interview that victories 
by even two would give blacks 
some hope of gaining influence 
within the state's Democratic 
party machinery. 
, 


Two black candidates cracked 


the all-white Alabama house. 
One, attorney Fred Gray, ran 
on 
the 
regular 
Democratic 


slate; the other, state NAACP 
president Thomas Reed, under 
the banner of the black-oriented 
National Democratic party of 
Alabama. 


Dr. John Cashin, a Huntsville 


dentist who formed the party 
two years ago to challenge the 
seating of the regular party at 
the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention, was trounced over- 
whelmingly in his challenge to 
George C. Wallace for the gov- 
ernorship.

Charlie Root won more than 
200 games as a major league 
pitcher but he'll always be re- 
membered for a gopher ball 
that Babe Ruth turned into a 
baseball legend. 


Root, who died here Thursday 


at 71, was the victim of Ruth's 
"called-shot" homer in the 1932 
World Series. 


In his retirement years as a 


cattle rancher and antique shop 
operator, the former Chicago 
Cubs right-hander often 
re- 


marked he was tired of being 
the "goat" of the story, which 
seemed to take on new embel- 
lishments with each retelling. 


Funeral and burial services 


are scheduled Saturday for the 
silver-haired Root, who suc- 
cumbed in a hospital after a 
long illness. He lived in nearby 
Paicines. 


The incident that dogged Root 


for the rest of his life took 
place on a chilly October day 
in Chicago during the third 
game of the 1932 Series between 
the New York Yankees and the 
Cubs. 


Ruth, who already had hit a 


three-run homer off Root, came 
to bat in the fifth inning with 
the score tied 4-4. Root got two 
quick called strikes. 


Then, according to the story, 


Ruth 
raised 
his 
hand 
and 


pointed 
towards 
centerfield. 


Another version has him point- 
ing with his bat. 


In either case, it was in- 


terpreted by the howling crowd 
as meaning that he was going 
to hit the next pitch over the 
fence—and that is exactly what 
he did.

7-5 and went on to win the 
series in four straight. 


Root contended that all Ruth 


did was hold up one finger to 
indicate he still had one strike 
left.

Born in Middletown, Ohio, 


March 17, 1899, Root broke into 
baseball with Terre Haute in 
1921, 
went to the St. Louis 


Browns in 1923, and joined the 
Cubs in 1926 after two years 
with Los Angeles. 


He pitched 16 years for the 


Cubs and had a career record 
of 201-160. He participated in 
World Series in 1929, 1932, 1935 
and 1938, but his record was 
no wins and three losses. 


Root's affinity for adversity 


first showed up in the 1929 
series, which the Philadelphia 
Athletics won in five games. 


Root was breezing along in 


the fourth game with an 8-0 
lead in the seventh inning when 
Hack Wilson lost two fly balls 
in the sun. The Athletics scored 
10 runs in the inning for a 10-8 
victory. 


After the 1941 season, Root 


retired to his 1,320-acre ranch 
in San Benito County, Calif. 


He managed minor league 


clubs at Billings, Mont., in 1948 
and Des Moines in 1949, was 
a coach for the Cubs for three 
years, then managed at Eau 
Claire, Wis., and coached at 
Toledo and Milwaukee. 


Root's baseball career final- 


ly ended as a coach at Mil- 
waukee in 1957, when the Braves 
won the pennant—and beat the 
Yankees in the World Series.

Veneral disease is on the 


increase. In some areas the 
number of people with syph- 
ilis increased 50 per cent in 
the first four months of 1970 
as compared to 1969. 


Dr. Hugh Davis of Johns 


H o p k i n s Obstetrical and 
Gynecology Department has 
stated that one out of every 
10 of his teen-age patients is 
a carrier of venereal dis- 
ease. This means they are 
capable of infecting someone 
else even if they don't have 
any signs of the illness them- 
selves. 


Dr. William L. Fleming of 


the Uniyersity of North Caro- 
lina points out that gonor- 
rhea is now the most com- 
mon reportable communi- 
cable disease in the United 
States. He feels the situation 
is out of control. More than 
1.5 million new cases of gon- 
orrhea are expected in 1970. 


Texas ranked No. 1 among 


the states in the nation for 
the number of cases of syph- 
ilis per unit of population. 
The nation's capital 
won 


first prize in the city divi- 
sion. Clearly weather isn't 
the main factor since Alaska 
placed first among the states 
for the highest rate of gon- 
orrhea. 


More than half the cases 


of venereal disease occur in 
teen-agers and young adults. 
The first step is to create a 


greater public awareness of 
the problem by 1191 hiding the 
situation but giving the pub- 
lic the facts. We need to 
reach the young people and 
help 
them 
protect 
them- 
selves. 


Birth control pills offer no 


protection against venereal 
disease. No doubt the sense 
of sexual freedom that has 
been made possible by the 
pill has contributed to the 
problem. Dr. Davis thinks we 
should encourage young peo^ 
pie to use the old-fashioned 
condom. It is less effective 
as a means of birth control 
but it does offer some protec- 
tion against venereal dis- 
ease. 


Today's mobile society has 


offered unusual opportunities 
to spread venereal disease. 
Truck drivers are a good ex- 
ample of mobile transmitters 
of the disease. The rise in 
venereal disease in this coun- 
try makes it pretty clear that 
a wise person is careful who 
he enjoys freedom with. It 
is equally obvious that free- 
dom has its price—even in 
the sexual sphere.

Teacher Corps 
Has Problem-- 
No Shortage

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 


Teacher Corps Director Richard 
A. Graham has a problem. 


The energetic, bushy-haired 


former 
engineer-inventor-busi- 


nessman runs a federal pro- 
gram launched five years ago to 
fill a vast teacher shortage. 


But since then colleges have 


turned out large numbers of 
teachers and the shortage no 
longer exists. 


Graham must now promote 


and justify the Teacher Corps 
as an engine for educational re- 
form. 


"The purpose of a Teacher 


Corps project," said the Repub- 
lican veteran of the Kennedy- 
Johnson days, "is to try out and 
adopt—to accelerate the adop- 
tion 
of 
educational 
reforms 


which have shown promise else- 
where." 


The corps traditionally re- 


cruits young people—most of 
them college graduates without 
previous teacher 
training—for 


two year intern assignments in 
poverty-area schools. 


There are 
2,800 corpsmen 


serving in 140 school districts 
throughout 40 states. 


The teacher-interns 
instruct 


classes, provide individual tu- 
toring, organize parents, hold 
special after-school and week- 
end programs, and study for a 
bachelor's or master's degree in 
education at local universities. 
The pay is $75 a week. 


The Teacher Corps started as 


one of President Johnson's most 
controversial Great Society pro- 
grams. 


Congressional 
promoters 
of 


the Teacher Corps once visual- 
ized the program training up- 
wards of 35,000 teacher-interns 
each year on a $100 million 
budget. The corps' budget has 
only now reached $31 million. 


Nevertheless, 
Graham 
be- 


lieves the corps can bolster edu- 
cation for poor children by re- 
forming teacher training. 


The 87 universities training 


corpsmen will be required to 
adopt by 1971 so-called compe- 
tency-based teacher education.

Liberalized 
Deer Season 
Opens Nov. 9 


By JAY KAFFKA 


LITTLE ROCK-Deer hunting 


will be more liberalized across 
the state during the first gun 
hunt that opens Nov. 9 and runs 
through Nov. 14. Major changes 
in the regulations include the 
faking of only legal bucks in all of 
the open zones. This includes 
Zone 21, which was open last 
year to the taking of any deer. 


As for areas on the closed list 


for deer hunting, this takes in all 
state parks, the Arkansas Post 
National Monument, and those 
zones designated as Zone 23, 
Brandywine Island 
Wildlife 


Management Area, and the 
Camp 
Robinson 
Quail 


Restoration Area. These areas 
are closed to all types of hunting. 
Commission-owned 
wildlife 


management areas closed to 
deer hunting include Bayou 
DeView, 
Howard 
County, 


Hurricane Lake, Wattensaw, 
Pike County, and Lafayette 
County. These areas were open 
for a brief permit deer hunt 
earlier, but closed to all deer 
hunting for the remainder of 
1970. 
A large 
number of 


management areas will be 
closed after the first deer period, 
and this information will be 
published 
prior 
to 
the 


Thanksgiving three-day hunt. 


All of the state permit hunts 


have been concluded, and except 
for two special permit hunts on 
the White River National Refuge 
no other permit hunts will be 
held. Therefore, during the first 
November period no does may be 
taken. 


Dogs may not be used to take 


deer in Zones 9,10, and 12. Many 
management areas are closed to 
the use of dogs to take deer. A 
complete 
list 
of 
wildlife 


management areas and the rules 
for the various hunts are outlined 
on 
the 
1970-71 
hunting 


regulations that are available 
from the Game and Fish Com- 
mission in Little Rock. 


As for the regular deer hunting 


regulations, hunters 
cannot 


establish a camp more than 48 
hours before the opening of the 
hunt and must break camp 24 
hours after hunts close. All deer 
taken must be tagged and 
reported to the various check 
stations. Hunters under 16 years 
of age, as well as holders of 
lifetime hunting licenses, can 
obtain deer tags from any check 
station. 


Legal bucks are defined as any 


deer with antlers at least four 
inches long or one with forked 
antlers. 
Deer with antlers 


smaller or without antlers are 
not legal targets. 


Among the new changes are 


that 410 guage shotguns can now 
be used to take deer, but only 
with the use of slugs. Buckshot 
cannot be used with 410's. All 
rifles using rim-fire cartridges 
are prohibited for deer hunting, 
and all full-metal case or 
military ammunition is banned. 


Once a hunter has taken one 


deer during the first period he 
cannot legally continue to hunt 
deer, as only one deer per period 
may be taken by an individual 
hunter. 


During the first firearms deer 


hunt, archers may take legal 
bucks only. After Nov. 14 and up 
until the next hunt opens—Nov. 
26—archers may once again take 
any deer. 


Other statewide deer hunts 


scheduled for 1970 will be the 
three-day hunt opening on Nov. 
26. Except for the regular closed 
areas and management areas, 
the entire state will again be 
open to the taking of any deer. 
However, the entire state will be 
closed to the use of dogs during 
the three-day deer hunt. 


The final hunt will open Dec. 14 


and continue through Dec. 19, 
with legal bucks only in the open 
areas. Except for Zone 23, all 
zones will be open. 


Residents may take deer on 


the regular $3.50 license, which 
includes two deer tags. 
Non- 


residents 16 and older must 
purchase a basic hunting license 
and the deer tags cost an extra 
$10 each. Non-residents under 16 
may hunt deer without a license, 
but upon bagging a deer must 
secure a license and tag the 
same as those 16 and older.

WASHINGTON (AP) — When 


the counting is finished it's al- 
most certain to show more 
Americans went to the polls 
Tuesday than in any off-year 
election, but—as usual—not any- 
where near that of a presiden- 
tial year. 


With scattered precincts yet 


to be counted and thousands of 
absentee ballots to be tabulated, 
an Associated Press survey 
shows an unofficial total of 
56,146,610 tallied so far. 


That's near the final 56,827,994 


total of 1966 and well over the 
53,510,425 in 1962. The 1960 presi- 
dential vote was 68,883,341 and 
the 1968 total was 73,359,968. 


The votinp^age population has 


grown from 106 million in 1960 
to an estimated 124 million this 
year and the turnout pattern 
has remained about the same. 


Republican National Commit- 


tee researchers had figured 49 
per cent of the 124 million would 
vote this year, the same per- 
centage as in 1966 and 1962. 
That would be 60 million votes. 


The presidential vote turnout 


was 63.2 per cent in 1960, 62 per 
cent in 1964 and 61.1 in 1968. 


Getting an "accurate voter 


turnout picture is more compli- 
cated in off-year elections than 
in a presidential year. It can be 
done only by taking the vote for 
all candidates in a statewide 
race such as governor or U.S. 
senator or adding the totals for 
all U.S. House seats in the state. 


But while most voters cast 


their ballot for president many 
may skip balloting for senator, 
governor or congressmen 
in 


off-year elections. So they're 
lost in the calculation. 
The 
1966 vote already has 


been surpassed in most of tiie 
states where there were key 
battles for Senate seats, notably 
Florida, Texas, Tennessee, Ohio 
and Michigan. In Tennessee, 
where there were hot Senate 
and gubernatorial races, the 
1,101,476 counted for governor 
was a record turnout for a non- 
presidential year. 


But in some states with big 


election 
battles—California, 


New York and Illinois—the 1966 
totals have not been reached, 
but they had big contests that 
year too.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's 
unemployment 
rate 


edged up last month and manu- 
facturing jobs dropped, largely 
because of the auto workers 
strike against General Motors, 
tha Labor Department reported 
today. 


The 
national 
jobless 
rate 


edged up one-tenth of one per 
cent to 5.6 per cent of the work 
force, the report said. The total 
number of jobless was virtually 
unchanged at 4.3 million. 


The 5.6 per cent figure com- 


pared with the 6 per cent unem- 
ployed rate that House Speaker 
John W. McCormack, D-Mass., 
said last Monday had been 
reached. McCormack said at 
the time that the Nixon adminis- 
tration was withholding the 6 
per cent announcement until 
after Tuesday's election. Labor 
Department officials denied it, 
saying the figures were not then 
compiled.

Italy Gives 
Recognition 
to Red China

ROME (AP) — Italy, the 


Mediterranean anchor of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, recognized Communist Chi- 
na today. 


The defection of another U.S. 


ally from the anti-Peking camp 
was announced after a meeting 
of the Italian Cabinet at which it 
ratified the agreement negotia- 
tors for the Italian and Chinese 
governments concluded in Paris 
Thursday after 21 months of ar- 
duous give and take. 


Nationalist Chinese diplomats 


in Rome and Milan were pack- 
ing to leave for Formosa. Offi- 
cials in Taipei said the National- 
ist embassy in Rome and the 
consulate 
genervi 
in 
Milan 


would be closer! and the staff 
withdrawn within two weeks. 


The break was not expected to 


affect relations between 
the 


Vatican and President Chiang 
Kai-shek's regime. The Nation- 
alists maintain as ambassador 
to the Holy See, and a papal 
pro-nuncio is assigned to For- 
mosa. 


The shift also is not expected 


to affect Formosa's small trade 
with Italy, consisting largely of 
motorcycles and small electron- 
ic parts. The Nationalists still 
maintain tratfe relations with 
Canada despite Ottawa's recog- 
nition of the Chinese Communist 
government on Oct. 13. 


Italy is the seventh member 


of the 15-nation North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to come to 
terms with Peking. The others 
are Britain, France, Canada, 
the Netherlands, Norway and 
Denmark. 
,.^Government sources said the 
recognition could have come 
several months earlier had it 
not been for the uncertain politi- 
cal situation in Italy. Italy

times while the 
negotiations 


were going on. 


As in the negotiations prior to 


Canadian recognition, one of the 
chief issues in the Chinese-Ital- 
ian negotiations was the word- 
ing of that part of the agree- 
ment referring to the Commu- 
nist claim to Formosa. In- 
formed sources said it was 
agreed that Italy would say 
"nothing against and nothing in 
favor of" Peking's claim. 


The Italian and Canadian gov- 


ernments consulted frequently 
while the Ottawa government 
was carrying on parallel talks 
with Peking in Stockholm, and 
the sources said Italian diplo- 
mats were the authors of the 
formula by which Canada "took 
note" of the claim to Formosa 
without endorsing or opposing 
it.

cesco De Martino predicted that 
Italian recognition of Commu- 
nist China would accelerate eco- 
nomic ties between the two 
countries and aid Italy's chronic

TV Show Seen 


DURHAM, N.H. (AP) - Dr. 


James Van Allen, who discov- 
ered the Van Allen radiation 
belt which circles the earth, 
says the Apollo 11 moon landing 
"was the best television show 
that I have ever seen" but that 
the presence of men on the 
moon is unessential for a scien- 
tific mission. 


Van Allen said the United 


States should phase out its 
manned space programs be- 
cause "the maintenance of men 
in a spacecraft increases the 
cost of a given mission enor- 
mously and risks human life un- 
necessarily." 


Van Allen delivered the first 


of the Spaulding Distinguished 
Series of lectures Thursday at 
the University of New Hamp- 
shire.
